WHY SPAIN REFCSEB. 


Details of the Se«»l«n of the Peace 


Commission* 


Faris, Nov. 5.—The American proposi- 


tion to take the entire Philippine group 
and to reimburse Spain for her "pacific 
expenditures" there was flatly refused 
by the Spanish commissioners, In the 
course of a two hours' session of the 
peace conference yesterday. 


This negative decision was expected. 


The Spanish commissioners had also a 
number of positive declaration!, which 
filled some 37 she»t» «f a type-written 
presentment. In this statement the 
Spaniard!) held that the United States 
had BO ultimate rights in the Philippine 
archipelago and could' have none, save 
by the consent of Spain in these nego- 
tiations and upon terms satisfactory to 
her. According to the Spanish conten- 
tion in the formal statement, th* United 
States entertained no thought of annex- 
ing the Philippines when th* protocol 
was signed, or it would have been ex- 
pressed in the protocol as clearly •» th« 
conditions regarding the cession of ter- 
ritory In the Antilles and the Orient. 
Mr. Cambon, before the signature of the 
protocol, received from Madrid—the 


the rr>ya! family, to which the Duke of 
Cambridge responded.

Vineyard Haver, r.tass., Nov. 5.—.Cap- 


tain Hale and a number of the cVewand 
ws?sengers of the Clyde line steamer 
Croatan, New York for Wilmington, N. 
C., and Georgetown, S. C., arrived here 
yesterday afternoon, reporting that the 
steamer was burned and sank off Cape 
Charles, Nov. 1. Five persons 
were 


drowned. The steamer carried a general 
cargo.

hulk o¥ the bi£ freighter sank beneath 
the wiives., b,ut of 1)13, 87 persons who 
were <ii baard hor, 28 survived a very 
tragic experience.

Me., which had 
been in'-Hie vioj'nity of the Croatan at the 
time she was burning.

The story of the disaster is told by 


Captain Hale and other officers of thfc 
unfortunate vessel as fellows: The 
Croatan was but 20 hours out from New 
York on her way to Wilmington and 
Georgetown, going at a good rate of 
speed, with a smooth sea and calm 
weather, when, at 3 p. m., a fireman came 
Hurriedly on deck and reported that the 
ship WBS on fire. A general alarm was 
immediataly given and an effort made 
to lower the boats, but the fire spread 
with such sapidity that all efforts to 
reach them were unavailing, because of 
the flames. In fact, in less than 10 min- 
utes after the lire was reported the ship 
was completely enveloped in flames from 
stem/ to at«rn. Shortly after the fire wa« 
discovered an explosion took place in the 
cargo, which blew off the after hatches. 
A second explosion followed a few min- 
utes later, and the ship was then a mass 
•f flames. It was at this time that Cap- 
tain Hale, seeing that to remain on the 
vessel meant sure death, gave orders (or 
all hands to JUMP overboard and save 
themselves as best they could. The cap- 
tain was the last man to leave the ship, 
remaining on deck with hie first officer 
until they were completely enveloped in 
flames and the vessel bad commenced to 
(sink. 


There seemed to be no panic on board 


and men ana women, after lashing on 
their life preservers, calmly leaped into 
the water, knowing that their chances 
of escape were nauch more certain than 
if they remained on board the burning 
ship. Some of the passengers had tht.r 
faces s«orchsd and many had ttieir 
clothing on fire when they leaped Into 
the sea. The captain and first officer 
succeeded in securing: a yawl boat, which 
had been damaged in lowering, and by 
hard work rescued eight person* from 
the water. 


Th« burning ship waa sighted by the 


four-masted schooner Alice B. Clarke «f 
Portland, Captain Clarke, Norfolk for 
Portland, whic'i lay becalmed six miles 
off, and her captain sent a boat crew to 
aid In the work of rescue. They euc- 
ceeded in saving 12 persons from • 
watery grave, many of whem had been 
an hour or more in ;he water and had 
bpfomp n^nrly exhausted. Th«»jr wer<» 
taken on beard the Clarke and given 
every pos«ib;« attention. 


Captain Mali, his officers, crew and

London, Nov. 5. — Despite the jubilia- 


tlon of ihe country over the favorable 
announcement by Lord Salisbury re- 
garding Fashoda at the Kitchener ban- 
quet, there Is serious uneasiness as to 
the real object of the continued war 
preparations. A dispatch from Hong 
Kong remarks upon the unusual naval 
and military activity there. The dis- 
patch says General Black and his staff 
have been ir.ipecting: the old frontier of 
British Kau-Lung1 (Kow-Lcon) and: se- 
lecting points for the erection of defense 
works. Field and siege sujis are being 
mounted; and the men-of-war lying off 
Hong Kong are embarking: large quan- 
tities of ammunition. The fleet has been 
signalled to send no mails by the French 
steamer leaving today. This order is 
regarded as very significant. The Ber- 
lin correspondent of The Daily News 
says: It is asserted in well informed 
quarters that ths British war prepara- 
tions are connected with the Philippin« 
question, in which the Untted States gov- 
ernment is worki'ix in agreement with 
England. The rumors are revived that 
the United States intend ceding- to Eng- 
land some of the islands or granting 
coaling stations there.

A BUSINESS LESSON, 


How Peter Cooper Taught One Slaa 


the Value of Money. 


Peter Cooper was one of the most suc- 


cessful, careful and prudent business men 
of his time. Ho was strongly opposed to 
the methods of many merchants who 
launched out into extravagant enterprises 
on borrowed money, for which they paid 
exorbitant rates of interest. Tbe following 
anecdote illustrates this point very foroi- 
bly: 


Once, while talking about a project 


with an acquaintance, the latter said he 
would have to borrow the money for six 
months, paying interest at the rate of 3 
per cent per month. 


"Why 
do you borrow for so short a 


time?" Mr. Cooper asked. 


"Because the brokers will not negotiate 


bills for longer." 


"Well, if you wish," said Mr. Cooper, 


"I will discount your note at that rate for 
three years." 


"Are you in earnest?" asked the would 


be borrower. 


"Certainly I am. I will discount your 


note for 910,000 for three years at that 
rate. Will you do It?" 


"Of coursn I will," said the merchant. 
"Very well," said Mr. Cooper. "Just 


sign this note for $10,000, payable In 
three years and give your check for $800, 
and the transaction will be complete." 


"But where is the money for me?" ask- 


ed tbe astonished merchant. 


"You don't get any money," was the 


reply. "Your interest for 36 months at 3 
per cent per month amounts to 108 per 
cent, or $10,800. Therefore your check 
for $800 just makes us even." 


The force of this practical illustration 


of tbe folly of paying such an exorbitant 
price for the use of money was such that 
the merchant determined never to borrow 
at such ruinous rates, and he frequently 
need to «ay that nothing could have BO 
fully convinced him as this rather humor- 
ous proposal by Mr. Cooper.—Exchange. 


Blve HeM In Steel Working. 


Iron workers find it necessary to exer- 


cise much care in order that the metal is 
not raised to the temperature known as 
"blue heat." In case this point is reached, 
they do not work the metal until It cools 
a little, us working at this pitch makes 
the articles brittle, and in some instances 
baa rendered them worthless. Blue boat 
does not appear to Injure tbe metal if It is 
allowed to remain undisturbed until it 
eoola. The question ariaea whether work- 
ing with the metal at such a degree of 
boat coniuraM some portion of it, thereby 
destroying its integrity, or whether tlio 
process of working may be at fault.

Visitors to Washington who have,not 


before visited the city are always eo> 
thusiuBtio ill their admiration of tbo ex 
eolleuce aud extent of the smooth asphalt 
pavement*. Thaw have come to be th« 
only pavemcnti here, except along some 
of the mote remote street* aw) avenues, 
which will be reached iu course of time 
and be changed from vuipaved highways 
or from roads covered with the roughest 
of Btoue pavements to streets smoothly 
coated with asphalt and with gutters 
laid with vitrified brick. But it is the 
more or less permanent resiaent who 
fully appreciates and closely observes 
the progress made in the matter uot 
only of street pavements, but of side- 
walk pavements. Gradually—very grad- 
ually it seems to those who still have 
to tramp over the old brick walks—the 
bricks are giving way to concrete side- 
walks. These quickly made aud hand- 
some walks are being laid as fast as the 
District commissioners can get the 
money from congress with which to 
provide them. The blnestone slabs used 
so commonly in New York for side1 alk 
pavements are seldom seen here, and 
where they have been laid, principally 
along Pennsylvania avenue, they will 
ultimately give way to the concrete 
walks. Only..,the persons who have 
known what it was to endure brick 
pavements can thoroughly appreciate 
the comfort of the exchange for concrete 
walks. The brick walks were laid, most 
of them, many years ago. With much 
tramping upon them they have been 
greatly displaced and also badly worn. 
Walks that aie now being removed near 
the center of the city show bricks worn 
to a third of their original thickness, 
with occasional knobs and other irregu- 
larities of surface that prove so trying 
to persona with sensitive feet as to drive 
them to the asphalted street pavement 
for better walking. And this is resented 
by bicyclists and drivers of vehicles. 


Bunglim? in Tr;fl%p Affairs. 


"The authorities at the capital," 


said Hon. John O. Everett of Minneap- 
olis, who has lately oome from the near 
vicinity of Leech lake, "seem to pos- 
sess the fatality of never realizing the 
gravity of an Indian uprising until it is 
too late and a number of men have 
been killed. The sacrifice of life seems 
to be necessary always before the au- 
thorities wake up to the needs of tbe 
situation, and it was a great mistake 
that the first request of tbe sheriff for 
re-euforoements was not heeded. It has 
been well known for weeks that trouble 
was brewing among tbe Indians of Bear 
island. They were in an ugly mood and 
ready to fight on the slightest provoca- 
tion. It waa known that hundreds of 
these Leech lake Indiana were well 
armed and spoiling for a fight, yet when ' 
the first-report of trouble came only 30 j 
men, 
under a lieutena&t, were sent to 


deal with them. "When it was found 
they would not surrender to tbe 20 men, ; 
80 more were sent, making only 100 in 
all, pitted against several hundred des- 
perate ted men, fighting behind cover, 
Sn tbe ttn« Indian fashion, and on their 
own chosen fighting, grounds. Every- 
body knows the result. A brave officer 
and several of his brave men were sacri- 
ficed, and everybody who knows any- 
thing about Indians also knows that if 
300 or 400 men had been sent there in 
tbe first place not a shot would have 
been fired and not a life would have 
been Icit "

It would certainly sooiu to tho unob- 


servant man thiitot all places iu the world 
11 city lumber yard was tho dullest;. 
That 


there is roiimnco or any conceivable intcr- 
rtit in huups of timber, stacked high up in 
tho air, ho would hardly uilmit. 
Kvun 


thoso \\ ho got thoir breitd and butter in 
the trade acknowledge no I'lttliusiasiu and 
hardly know how to deserilm whut thuir 
workmen do. Until you enter into its 
mysteries, therefore, tho lumber trudo is 
very.urosuio and a luuibur yard but a 
sleepy place, hardly worth a moment's no- 
tice. 


Onco in amid the stacks, however, the 


poinc of view changes. \Vhat at a distance 
sociiR'd simply wood without distinctions 
now is wen to bo timber of many different 
sorts. E:»ch variety IMS its heap or lioaps; 
each hoap is now in process of "souson- 
ing." Somu of tiiusu stacks may llo thuro 
for months, some even for years, growing 
meanwhile inoro and moro valuable, for 
it is age, gun baths, tho effect of tho at- 
mospboro, that improve lumber week in 
and week out. 
A lumber yard, carelessly 


Arranged as it may seem to bo, is never- 
theless tho perfection of precision. Its 
heaps are by no means "just wood," as 
they appear to the casual passerby. On 
the coutrury, they are scores of varieties, 
each subject to some especial treatment, 
each piled in some especial manner, sntno 
to wait over so many weeks to b» sold at 
a certain figure, so many more wcuUs if 
designed to bring a higher price. 


Towering up in the air 30. 10 feet, Rome- 


times 50, again even 60, stretch these lum- 
ber heaps. Each variety needs a treatment 
of its own. Some muht lie in thn open 
air, exposed to all fashions of v.'ind and 
rain, others after a litile time muse bo put- 
under a, sort of covered shed—a shed that 
has only a back and ''eyebrow" roof that 
projocls fnr ovor in (» sort of hood find al- 
lows a free ami constant circulation of 
wind and air. 


Verily, there is a science in this stack- 


ing of wood, a seionco that does not ap- 
pear'or show itself a! t ho first glance. The 
lumberman is iu,s only he who up in the 
North woods, in tho far east or west., down 
south or in th.> tropics selects, cuts down 
and hovrs, but quita as much the innn in 
the heart oi.' New York city who heaps up 
the sticko nnd by arranging them deftly 
and, 
knowing just what they need, cares 


for aud cures them until out they come 
well seasoned lumber. 


Thcro is even a trick and a pretty art in 


stacking these lengr.hs of wood, each hun- 
dreds of pour.cls in weight). Danger hangs 
over tbe men who mount the piles and 
from thoir elevated perches pull up or 
swing down the huge "sticks." The bal- 
ance of tho workman up aloft is not cii.-ilv 
preserved. The weight of the "stick" u.^/ 
cause him to lopple at any instant. Espe- 
cially when "lotting down" must he see 
to it that bo lets go at precisely tho right 
second, else the "stick" will drag him 
along with it, despite his efforts and strug- 
gles. On top of a lumber pile very truly 
does tho city lumberman take his life into 
his own hands. And yet such is their skill 
that an accident seldom happens. These 
men juggle with the sticks at once PO 
clumsy and so heavy with tho ease of a 
Japanese master of tricks. Tho lengths of 
wood are handed up end first. The man 
on the ground raises one, iiitm on a stag- 
ing above grasp it, draw it up and swing 
its end to a staging beyond. Two stag- 
ings usually suffice. When a pile is not at 
its topmost, one is all that is necessary. 
These stagings are built out from the lum- 
ber itself and form what would seem to be 
precarious and unsafe platforms. 
They 


are none too steady at tho best. Yet some- 
how they never break, and the one danger 
a man has to fear is losing his balance and 
falling from them. 


A lumber stack of well seasoned oak 


some 30 fe«t high may be easily worth 
11,000. One inch maple (for the purposes 
of comparison) that has laid in stack for 
one year would be valued at about one- 
half the price of tho oak. 
Spruce, again, 


is figured, under similar conditions of 
seasoning, at about three-fifths the flguro 
of the maple. But all this depends. Cir- 
cumstances govern tbe value of tho woods. 
The "seasoning" gradually drives out tho 
water and reduces the weight. It is well 
_worth knowing, as an independent fact, 
that 4Q per cent of the weight of a green 
tree consists of water. 


The technical terms about a lumber 


yard nro curious and interesting. 
A heap 


of wood is piled up for two months. 
The 


foreman says it is "stuck there for 60 
days." He piles up his oak sticks (some 
of which weigh a full 300 pounds each) 
with a bit of board—rather two bits of 
board, ono at each end—between each stick 
and that above it. This is called "stick- 
ing in courses," the word "courses" bo- 
ing used in place of "layer." This has 
for its object the separation of the boards 
during seasoning, so that tho air can get 
at every part of each. When cypress comes 
to bo stacked, tbe boards aro separated by 
pairs, instead of one from tho other. In 
tli» lumber trado these are "stuck two 
deep." 


Thus it will be seen there are sundry 


oddities, a number of Ftrango little things 
obout the piling and the curing of lumber. 
The trade that seems so simple comes, 
after all, to be one of considerable science. 
There aro a score of matters a lumberman 
of Now York has to know. 


Spruce, for example, the cheaper quali- 


ties, does not neod seasoning, but pine 
must dry. Hemlock is, of all, the cheap- 
est. Then como poplar, pine and maple, 
nsh, cypress, chestnut, birch and oak. 
Over these in point of value are the cabi- 
net woods—mahogany, walnut, rosewood, 
ebony, fine grades of birch, curly maple, 
curly birch and others yet rarer and more 
costly. 


The great lumber yards that one sees in 


his travels abnut town, however, do not 
carry these expensive wood*. 
Keeping 


such for sale Is quite a separate and dis- 
tinct business. Such woods require special 
buildings to keep them in, and small 
pieces of many of them mount up in cost. 
The ordinary woods one sees in n lumber 
yard take care of themwJvoa to a great ex- 
tent.

Few 
cooky cuu prepare a really digoatible 
"fry, "an'l oveu uuder the bout manipu- 
lation iricd food IB neither BO nutritious 
nor healthful as baked: 


Potatoes nliocd, placed in a crook or 


heuvy earthenware dish, with salt, pep- 
per. bits* of butter anil enough sweet 
milk to barely cover, covered and baked 
slowly for an hour, aro far more palata- 
ble and digestible than fried potatoes. 
Culd boiled potatoes tuny be warmed iu 
about thn iuuie \v;iy and are flue. Pctu 
toes cut in two, placed iu a baking dii»h, 
with slices of Wu or salt pork over the 
toy, nearly cavwed with sweet milk or 
v/<»ter, se i?')!!'(t, tbo flish covered ami 
baked slov.-ly tor an hour or longer, are 
excellent. Phiin b:;U<>d potatoes are bet 
ter and more nutritious tlutn boiled ones. 


Parsnips, ouions, 
kraut—iu 
fact, 


everything that is usually fried will be 
found better «ud less trouble) if baked; 
for when a thing is once in the oven it 
requires almost HO further care or at- 
tention, as fried or stewed foods do. If 
egfes instead of being fried are broken 
into bntt»*i»' ^cm pans or heavy sauca 
dishes and get in tha oven u few min- 
utes, they are much more delicate than 
fried. 


Steak, rolled iu flour, put into a hot 


baking pan with a little boiling water, 
covered, put iu a very hot oven which 
gradually coolu p.nd baked for an hour, 
is better find more easily digested than 
the fried beef that is often served. If 
potatoes are added, they are very nice. 


Young chicken, jointed, rolled in 


flour, put in a deep baking dish with 
salt, pepper, bits of butter and sweet; 
milk to almost cover and baked slowly 
for an. hour or until the milk has cooked 
away, is certainly the best way in 
which cbickuu can bft cooked, sweet, 
tender and free from greasiness. 


Many other thing? will suggest them- 


selves to tho thoughtful housewife when 
once she learns to use her oven more, 
which will servo to lighten her ccoking 
end keep her family in better health.

The Central Labor union can hardly

for its refusal to ask two candidate*, 
Senator Whittiesey and Representa- 
tive Hall, for their positions on labor 
matters and legislation.

.iifii'.bers. some thing's relating to pen- 
sions. A new generation of claimants 
has sprung up in a day, and some of 
tli"SL- in most need, know least about 
the provisions of the pension laws ap- 
plicable to them. In fact it is not 
g.-nerally known that most of the pen- 
sion laws enacted since the rebellion 
apply to the late war with Spain as 
well as to the rebellion, the particular 
exception being the law passed June 
^7, 1S80. 


Of course any soldier in the late 


Spaniel-American war, as is known 
officially, who would be pensioned 
must have incurred some disease or 
injury in line of duty to be entitled. 
His pensions begins from date his 
claim is properly filed in the pension 
bureau. 


The specific ratings fixed by law 


range from $24 to $100 per month, the 
latter sum being for the loss of both 
hands; first grade $72,where regular 
aid of another person is required; 
second grade, $30 where there is in- 
ability 
to 
perform 
manual labor; 


third grade, $24 where the disability 
is equivalent to loss of a hand or foot. 
There are also rates of $36, one being 
for loss of a hand or foot; $45 for am- 
putation at hip or shoulder joint; $50 
for frequent aid and attendance; $72 
for loss of both eyes. There are also 
rates fixed by the Commissioner of 
Pensions ranging from $6 for the loss 
of a great toe, and other disabilities, 
to $23 for toatl deafness in one ear and 
severe of the other, with intermediate 
ratings for about 50 other specific disa- 
bilities, and other ratings non-specific. 


The widow is entitled to $12 pel- 


month from date of the soldier's death 
with $2 for each child under 16 years 
of age. The children are entitled to 
pension from date of death or re-mar- 
riage of widow at same rate, or from 
soldier's death if he left no widow. 
Mother, father, brothers and sisters, 
in order named have title, provided 
the soldier left no widow or children, 
and are dependent. 


Section 4748, K. S., provides that the 


commissioner of pensions, Washing- 
ton, 
on application by claimant, will 


furnish free of expense all printed In- 
structions and forms necessary to es- 
tablish a claim.

IN MEMORIAM.

For 38 years tbe house at 23 Bond 


itreot—a specimen of a fine Now York 
residence of 50 years ago and long the 
only private house remaining on what 
is now a business thoroughfare—has re- 
mained closed, except that u caretaker 
occupies the basement. Above this the 
blinds are tightly shut, and a pnll at 
tbe front doorbell a wakens no response. 
The house has a deserted, decaying look, 
and even the large doorplate has grown 
so tarnished that one reads with difficul- 
ty tbe name, "H. Ward." 


Henry Ward died many years ago, 


and his son, Henry Hall Ward, then be- 
came owner of the house. It is since his 
death that the upper portion of it has 
remained closed and, so far as tbe pub- 
lic knows, unfrequented by any human 
being. Yet around this decaying resi- 
dence there clnsters one of the most 
charming romances, one of the most 
touching real love stories. 


One sharer in this romance passed 


away when Henry Hall Ward died 38 
yeera ago. The other figure in this ten- 
der drama, Miss Elizabeth Ann Par- 
tridge, is still living, at the ago of 84, in 
a bouse to which she came on a two 
weeks' visit to an aunt 40 years ago. 
There she has remained ever since, sur- 
viving all who were occupants of the 
house at the time when she arrived for 
a fortnight's visit, which has now last- 
ed twoscore years. The aunt whom she 
came to visit was Mrs. William G. 
Ward, a relative of Henry Hall Ward. 
The romance of their lives dates further 
back than this, for Miss Partridge lived 
with Henry Hall Ward and his mother 
until the latter's death. 


The romance of the old Bond street 


house dates from the death of the man 
she loved and who loved her; whom she 
was accustomed to walk half way down 
town to meet every day on his way 
home from business, and from whom, 
on bis death, she inherited a life inter- 
est in practically all his large estate, 
but whom, for reasons which all who 
have known of her romance have puz- 
zled over, she never married. Some say 
the family opposed the marriage on ac- 
count of their close relationship, for 
they were uoueius. Ba that as it may, 
Henry Hall Ward and Eliza Ann Par- 
tridge furnished New York society with 
a romance for many years, and even 
now those who have been in society 
long enoogh to remember tbe circum- 
etancea love to dwell upon it and to 
point to it as a tender shoot springing 
up in a society in which inucb is thought 
to be calculating, frivelons and vain. 


When Henry Hall Ward died at Sara- 


toga, in 1873, the executors to whom 
the bulk of his estate was left iu trust 
lor Miss Partridge wondered what dis- 
position she would make of the old 
Bond street house. Business was already 
beginning to spring up in its vicinity. 
It was a valuable piece of real estate, 
and capable, if improved, of yielding a 
large income. But Miss Partridge acted 
promptly and in a way which more than 
anything else she could have done 
showed how tenderly she held her lov- 
er's memory. There were two servants 
in tbe house—Mr. Ward's valet and the 
latter's wife. To them she gave strict 
orders that in tbe floors above the base- 
ment not a thing was to be touched. 
Everything, even to the books and pa- 
pers, was to remain exactly as Mr. 
Ward bad left them when he went to 
Saratoga to die. The two people who 
had so faithfully served her lover dur- 
ing his life were to remain in care of 
the house. 


Further than this, however, Miss 


Partridge showed an interest in the 
home of her lover which served to keep 
the romance of her life fresh in tha 
minds of all who knew her. Every day 
she walked down from her residence in 
Thirty-seventh street to the old Bond 
street house and went through it, satis- 
fying herself that except for the mel- 
lowness of added age everything ro- 
mained' exactly the same as her lover 
bad left it. Day after day the lonely 
figure was seen entering the house, and 
day after day sba came fortb as if from 
the tomb of her hopes. Only one change 
took place in the interior aspect, and 
that change was due to her devotion to 
her lover's memory. To appreciate it 
one must know something about the 
house and one of its inmate's hobbies. 


This house is an old fnscioned brick 


structure, with a basement, three stories 
and an attic with dormer windows. 
The iron posterns at the front steps are 
unusually ornate, and tho front door, 
with its old colonial colcniKa, support- 
ing a quaint lunette, ie r. joy to tho stu- 
dent of old time architecture. The in- 
terior arrangements of tho house depart 
from the usual New York style of resi- 
dence in that the stairs are placed far 
back, with a landing and a turn half 
way up, from which a window lookg 
out on the back yard. This gives un- 
usual spaciousness to tbe ball. The fur- 
niture of the parlor and tbe dining room 
back of it was of mahogany, not of the 
heavy, cumbersome kind, but lighter in 
style and more ornate. A conspicuous 
featuie in the parlor was a superb leop- 
ard skin, which lay in front of tho fire- 
place and mantel, and a little aside 
from either end of the dining room ta- 
ble were two stands, on which perched 
parrots, one of which hnd belonged to 
Jerome Bonaparte. 


Henry Hall Ward had been very fond 


of birds. The fence of the backyard wna 
unusually high, was covered with vines 
and lined with dovecote. The parrots 
and doves were great pets of Mr. 
Ward's. After his death Miss Partridge 
had them most carefully tended. As 
one by one they died the bad them 
(tufted and placed in A front hall room 
on tbe second floor. This is tho only 
particular in which .the interior aspect 
of the house wis changed from tbe ex- 
act condition in which Mr. Ward, or 
"Mr. Harry." as Mies Partridge would 
call him in speaking of him to his old 
servants, left it. 
. 


For many years she eon tinned fan-soli- 


tary visits and wandered through tbe 
house whieb bad so many tender mem- 
ories for her—for she herself had lived 
there until the death of her lover's 
mother, but with the tapra of y««rs, 
toaMltM owi'UL to (tot (Mt «fe»juHt.» 


r«v iu «im uouiu nuu leu way toronga 
the tightly cloned shutters, the house be- 
came musty, and the books, the papers, 
the stuffed birds and the many pictures 
and objects of taste began to §how 
signs of decay. 


Then Mies Partridge took a step which 


must have given her heart n great 
wrcuch. 
Except for the caretukor'M 


quarters, she had the entire inturiur of 
tho house stripped and everything taken 
to her residence, and from that time her 
visits to the bouse have ceased, but even 
when tbe house was being stripped tho 
shutters were not opened, and it iu u 
fact that for 28 years they have re- 
mained tightly closed. 


Henry Hall Ward, to whom Mies 


Partridge lias remained so faithful for 
so ninny years, was one of the leaders of 
tbe New York society of his day and iu 
which the Ward family is still repie- 
eeuted by his cousins— General William 
G. Ward, who was an officer iu the 
United States volunteer service during 
the civil war, and Mr. Charles H. 
Ward; Mr. Francis E. Ward, the hit- 
ter's son, is secretary of the Seabiight 
Golf club, aud another 
EOU, Henry 


Ward, is with Troop A in Porto ttico 


Henry Hall Ward was president; of 


tbe New York club iu its early days, 
When it bad delightful quarters in tbe 
old Haigbt house, at Fifth aveuue and 
Fifteenth street. He was also a pron'i- 
neut member of the Union club aud of 
the Society of the Cincinnati, of which 
he was also treasurer. The Ward family 
owes its membership in this society to 
Colonel Samuel Waid, an oflicer of the 
Revolutionary army, who was Henry 
Hall Ward's grandfather. Tbe portrait 
of another ancestor. Governor Richard 
Ward of Rhode Island, is now tbe prop- 
erty of Mr. Cornelius Vanderbilt. 


Henry Hail Ward's father was a 


brother of Samuel Ward, whose KU,

I havo Fccti so many terrible things since 


then and had so many sad experiences 
that it seems strange indeed that nut a 
single day should pass without my seoiri;; 
poor ilero Clochetto's face just as she %\.i3 
when I waa a lucre child of 10 or 13 years j 
old. 


She was a sewing wqman who used to 


como to us every Tuesday, for tho whole 
day, to mend tho linen. Our home was 
one of tho 43 old country places which peo- 
ple call a chateau, but which was in r> ;ili- 
ty just an old fashioned house with a 
pointed roof and tilth four or five litUe 
cotttifjes grouped round it.

She used to tell me stories while she

Her eyes, > which I only saw 
through her big spectacles, seined to ma 
to be enormous, and they always looked

full of esprrss'ion.

what I can remember of tbe things sha 
•used to tell me and which interested ma 
SO much at the time she must have been a 
elmple minded, kind hearted woman. She 
would tell me all tbe oronts of tbe village, 
the story of a cow which had got ont of its 
shed, and which had been found in tho 
morning standing in front of Prosper 
Malet's windmill watching the sails going 
round. Then I remember a story she told 
me abont a hen's egg which bad been 
found in the church steepleVand no one 
had ever discovered what ben could ha've 
got up there. Then there was tbo history 
of the faithful dog ownod by Jean Pilas. 
His master's trousers had been stolen, and 
the dog had traced the thief and brought 
back tbe trousers, which the guilty man 
had hung on to the handle of his door to 
dry during "ihe night after having been 
caught in a thunderstorm. 


She told me these absurd stories in sueh 


an impressive way that they fixed them- 
aelves on jny memory like veritable 
dramas and mysterious poems. Tbo clever 
Stories invented by celebrated authors 
which my mother used to tell me in the 
evenings did noteeem tome anything like 
so thrilling and wonderful as those relat- 
ed by the poor peasant woman-. 


One Tuesday, after spending' all the 


morning listening to Mere Clochette's 
tales, I bad been with one of the servants 
to tho woods just near the Noirpro farm. 
We had been gathering nuts, and I can re- 
member everything as clearly as though it 
bad all happened yesterday.

DEATH OF OR, DAVID R. UEWEY. 


Well-known Physician Succumbs, to 


Fever Contracted in Military Service. 


Dr. Davit R. t>«wey died shortly 


after 1 o'clock this afternoon at his 
home on Bank stret. The worst had 
been feared for some days, but the 
newa of Ws .death Wa» a great shock 
to th«:'<?ntire city. 
It is one of the 


sadjest results of the late war, the 
disease from which he died being a 
complication of fever contracted dur- 
ing his service 
in camp, and from 


which he ne\ er fully recovered after 
his return to this city. 


When the war first broke out Dr. 


Dewey sent notice to the authorities 
of the medico 1 department at Wash- 
ington, and about the middle of Au- 
srust he was called upon fcr Berviy. 
Ite responded at onc-e, and was af- 
Kigned to duty as assistant surgeon of 
the 14th New York regiment at Chick- 
umaugu. He there performed excellent 
sorvk-e. working hard and faithfully 
f;>r tho men In his care. 


On his return to Ifhis city he was 


thoroughly worn out physically, and 
was suffering from fever, but did not 
become seriously 111 till several days 
after his arri\al at home. 
He was 


taken to the hospital, and in about 
three weeks had recovered strength 
sufficiently to return to his home, as 
he thought. This, however, proved an 
over-exertion, arid he suffered from 
a relapse, From,rj:his he never recov- 
ered, sinking- gradually. His case was 
not regarded as critical until about 
two weeks ago, when a council of local 
and out-of-town physicians was held. 
Friday morning it was first seen that 
his case was practically hopeless. 


During the earlier part of his illness 


Dr. Dewey talked freely of the cause 
of his fever, and considered it due to 
the u nsariitary conditions of the camp 
at Chk'kamauga. 


Dr. Dewey was born at Whitehall, 


N. Y.. March 2S, 1864. His father was 
a surgeon in the civil war, and re- 
turned home to die of fever contracted 
in service when his son was only three 
weeks old. The similiarlty in the cases 
01 father and son was increased by the 
fact that the 1-ith New York was the 
regiment with which his father served. 


After his father's death, the family 


removed to Hoosick Falls, where Dr. 
Dewey's boyhood waa passed. He at- 
tended Williams college, and in 1888 
was graduated from the medical de- 
partment of Columbia University. He 
came to this city at once, and began 
practice here. His ability and worth 
were soon recognized, and his practice 
increased until it became one of the 
largest in the city. He was at the time 
of his enlistment physician for sev- 
eral of the larger factories of the 
city 


He was respected by all who knew 


him for his honest independence and 
fearlessness in relations 
with 
men, 


both professionally and socially. 
He 


was very quiet in his manner, but his 
opinions 
were 
strongly 
held, 
and 


guided his life t» the best of his high 
convictions. He was particularly suc- 
cessful in his original methods in the 
practice of his profession, and many 
persons owe their lives to his prompt- 
ness and fearlessness in breaking away 
from traditional methods. 


His chief interest in his profession 


was in surgery, and he promised to 
become one of the leading surgeons of 
Western Massachusetts had he lived. 


In 1889 he married Miss Eliza Wright 


Carpenter of Hoosick Falls, and be- 
sides his wife, leaves a five years old 
son, David Robert, his mother, Mrs. 
Julia M. Dewey, and his grandmother, 
Mrs. S. A. Berray, who lived with him. 


He was a member of Greylock lodge 


of Masons, of the New England order 
of Protection, and of the Berkshire 
club. He was also a valued member of 
the medical society, and his papers 
there were always received with in- 
terest. Few physicians would be more 
sincerely mourned by his brothers in 
the profession, and by the public.. 


The funeral arrangements'have not 


yet been made. 


DEATH OF PROFESSOR PECK, 


Williams College Loses An Able and 


Valued Instructor. 


The death of Professor Peck of Wil- 


liam* college, which occured Friday 
afternoon at 5 o'clock, removes an 
able member of the faculty and an 
honored and esteemed resident of Wil- 
liamstown. His death was caused by 
pneumonia. 
Me was taken ill about 


one week ago and was obliged then 
to cease his college work ,but his case 
was not considered serious until Thurs- 
day, when Dr. Paddock of Fittelield 
was called in consultation with Dr. 
Woodbndge. 
Hi» condition became 


dangerous Thursday 
afternoon 
and 


Friday he sank rapidly. He was con- 
scious until his death. 


James Ingraham Peck was born at 


Seneca Castle, Ontario county, N. Y., 
August 10. 186:1 His father was Hi-nry 
1. Pock, who was a soldier in the civil 
war. 
He attended the Canamlaigua, 


N. Y., academy und entered Williams 
college in the class ot '*~i. After grad- 
uating with Phi Beta Kappa rank, he 
spent another year thero in post-grad- 
uate study. 
Tlie next year, 1889-90, 


was spent in Johns Hopkins. In 1S90 
he married Miss Marion Hitchcock of 
Homer. N. Y. 


Mr. Peck became assistant in biology 


at Williams in 1S92 and the next year 
was granted the degree of doctor of 
philosophy. 
He was made assistant 


professor in 1894 and the 
following 


summer assistant director of the ma- 
rine biological laboratory at Woods 
Holl. 
Another position he held was 


on the United States fish commission. 
His published essays are: 


"Report on pleopods and heteropods 


collected by the steamer Albatross 
between New York and San Francisco, 
1SS7-8S." 


"Variation of special nerves in cau- 


dal region of domestic pigeon," 1S89.

Faulkner, received suggestions in re- 
Sard to the questions the union would 
like answered, as reported after the 
last meeting. From these suggestions, 
they decided that two questions would 
include all the essential points. Thr-y 
therefore sent out the following letter. 


"The Central Labor union of North 


Adams have decided t<> ask the va- 
rious political candidates for represen- 
tative and senatorial honors, who are 
looking for their suffrages on Novem- 
ber S, concerning their attitude on mat- 
ters pertaining to labor interests. It 
is the intention of the Central Labor 
union to have the answers published 
in 
the 
various 
newspapers 
of 


the district; if no answers are received 
that fact will be noted also. Following 
are the questions: 1. Are you opposed 
to organized labor? 2. If elected will 
you support every reasonable measure, 
recommended by the house committee 
on labor? Kindly favor the committee 
with an early reply. 


Answers to this letter have been re- 


ceived from John M. Morin of Adams, 
candidate for senator, liobert B. Har- 
vie, Charles A. Card, W. M. Brown 
and T. J. Crowley of this city, and 
George Z. Dean of Cheshire, Henry 
H'odec-ker of Adams, candidates for 
representative. 
This includes all to 


whom the questions were sent, except 
J. F. Prindle of Williamstown, whose 
reply has not yet been received. 


Without exception the repiies are 


favorable to the labor unions, some 
of the candidates answering- with a 
simple "no" to the first question, and 
a simple "yes" 
to the second, and 


otliers going into the questions and 
tll'Jr o\wi records at more length. Mr. 
Morin's reply includes a short dis- 
course ou the ad\ anta'ies of organized 
labor. 
The other replies are briefer, 


and lefer only to the present convic- 
tions of the candidates or to their 
records. 


As far as the answers go, therefore, 


the union will probably take no action 
on the candidates who have replied. 
It is thought possible, however, that
